'Ihe inhabitants are mostly nativo 
negroes, f"r no white man could livo in tho 
village a m nth nnlc.-s L drank whisky and 
t 1: quinine constantly. Tho surrounding 
country i- swampy nnd covered with a denso 
mas* of luxuriant vegetation. At nightfall a 
tl.i -it n., iMna rises from the ground and 
hangs over tlie forests like a cloud. This 
place is the monkeys’ paradise. They travel 
through the f . rests in troops, going wherever 
the king monkey lead*. When the natives 
hove lieen apprised of the presence of a troop 
they go about warily to capture them. Their 
plan i* u simple one. A bole is cut in the 
shell of a cocoanut just large enough to ad- 
mit a m* nk \'« ur.clfiseii j aw. The cocoanut 
is scooped out uud a hunt of sugar placed in 
the hollow.

I'uet* Concerning Yaccluntion. 

In l^K’i a commission was np|>oiuted in Ger- 
many to consider and report on the advan- 
tage* arid disadvantages of vaccination, and 
the following are among the conclusions just 
re ported; The length of time for w hioh vacci- 
nation protects agum-t smallpox varies greatly 
in different persons, but in the mean it is 
I j years. IL vaccination is necessary 10 years 
after th*- primary operation. Two well marked 
vesicles aro necessary to insure a successful 
protective vaccination. There is no evidence 
a* to any increasing special disease, or of 
general HK*rt*t..ly, which can bo considered 
a* due to the introduction of vacciiiation. 
The use ‘ti arum \l vaccine is preferable. 
Vaccination should not t>e performed while 
scarlet fe\er, measles, diphtheria, whooping 
cough, typhus or erysipelas ure epidemic or 
unusually prevalent in the neighborhood. 
Infants should not be vaccinated before they 
ure three months old unless smallpox is pre- 
valent in the vicinity. Tlie greatest care as 
to rlcunliiietis and disinfection of the instru- 
ment.- used for vaccination should be insisted 
on.— Boston Herald.

There sre a few houses used for churches 
which belong to individuals and communi- 
ties, and some school-houses are so used. 
Where this state cf things exists we may 
naturally expect to hear of lawlessness and 
bloodshed. I am informed that at the 
present time there are ten or twelve indict- 
ments for murder in tbis ccuotv- I omit- 
ted to say that traveling here has one charm, 
and that is the 'charm of adventure- Not 
to extend these notes unduly, let me say 
that there are some beautiful prospects 
along the Cumberland, view* that entrance 
and invoke tbe poetic muse. In traveling 
70 miles 1 have not noticed a wheat field. 
The citixsns here pay f 1 50 per hundred for 
door. I bayeeeen two or three rye fields 
and a few oat fields. Some of the corn i* 
several inches hiph and in many places the 
planting has not been done. The corn crop 
here last season was almost a failure. It 
waa consumed early in the winter and corn 
is being hauled now from Virginia and 
Tennessee end distant counties in tbis.State, 
and is selling at|$1.50 per bushel and I un- 
derstand th at enough can not be had at that 
price to supply the demand. I am told 
that hundreds of cattle died of starvation 
in tbis section this spring. I note in this 
cjonection that oxen are used almost ex- 
clusively for heavy draughts and for other 
purposes about aslmany mules as horses. 
To conclude; I arrived in this little town 
yesterday afternoon. It has rather an ele- 
gtnl new brick court-house and there are 
a'.gns of improvement. Rev, W. M. Ftlzwa* 
tsr made me feel at home and at night I 
addressed an audience in the town hall and 
organ x*d the Harlan Countv Bundav- 
School Union, which promisee to do a good 
work.
